But those critics were silenced during the World Cup of 
1954, when Billy took over as centre-half, and despite his lack of height and natural ' 
aggressive, attacking style, gave wonder displays’ which brought praise from friend 
and toe alike, and stamped him as one of the truly great players of all time. 

Wright is like a terrier, quite fearless and very strong on the ball; when, as he occasionally 
does, he attempts to burst through by himself, he is extremely hard to dispossess. His positioning 
is excellent, while his passing is generally accurate; playing with Wolves who favour the long, 
hard-hit ball, Billy seems to have lost the deadly accuracy of his short passing.
